iterials of wooll e woollenyarne, outof which 
thecloath is made and wꝛought: And being infoz- 
medofthegreatandintollerable abuſesof the Bꝛoggers, Fozeſtallers c Jn- 
groſſers of wool, which partlie by neglect,# partly by coloz of licence haue 
not onlie bene cauſe ofthe high pꝛites e dearth of ugoolls, to thedecayanddif- 
couragement ofthe Clothier, but alſo by their ſundzte falcifications and coꝛ⸗ 
ruptions in the mixtures ofthe ſaid ugools, doe daylie both decetne the Clo⸗ 
thier in that he buyes and diſable him to make his Cloth of that true and per⸗ 
fect making which he ought : Againſt which intonuenientes there haue bent 
pzincipally deuiſed and enacted two Statutes: The one in the eight peare ol 
the reigne of King Henrie the lixt, the lift Chapter; and the other in the lift and 
ſirt yeares of King Edward the ſixt, intituled an Act Umiting the times fo? 
buying and ſellingof u80ols. Wee therefoze out of Our Royall ʒeale to the 
common good of Our people, do by this Our Pzoclamation by the aduice of 
Our Pziuie Council, publiſh and detlare, and ſtraightly charge andtommand, 
aſwell our Treaſurer of England, Chantelloꝛ ot our Exchequer, ⁊᷑ all other 
our Judges, Barons of our Exchequer, our Attoꝛney general, Our Juſtites, 
Officers, and Miniſters, accoꝛding to the ſeuerall dueties of their plates, re⸗ 
ſpectinely :as allo all Our ſubietts in generall, to vſe their beſt care and dil 
gente, that the ſaid Statutes beloꝛe mentioned be duelie kept e oblerued x dili⸗ 
gently and carefullie pzoſecutedand put in execution, bpon paine, not only of 
the penalties and fozfeitures in the ſald Dtatutes conteined, but allo of our 


high indignation, and ſuch pꝛoletution andcenſure as ſhall be ict.
